pert tax lawyers as well as 
ordinary taxpayers -- had 
firmly believed the informa- 
tion they included in their 
tax returns was confiden- 
tial, You could, the belief 
went, tell the tax collector 
all sorts of personal things 
about how you earned and 
how you spent your money, 
All the tax man cared about 
was that you paid up on what 
you earned, You would get 
into trouble only if you lied 
about yourearnings and your 
deductions, Now, The Finan- 
cial Post points out, this 
comfortable view has been 
shattered by the revelation 
that Department of National 
Revenue’s tax sleuths had 
tipped off the federal Justice 
Department about some bus-= 
iness dealings of a former 
tariff consultant which all- 
egedly overlapped his term 
as chairman of a federal 
tribunal, As a respected tax 
lawyer puts it in The Fin- 
ancial Post: ‘‘For decades, 
Canadians have been told by 
the government that the in- 
formation they send in on 
their tax returns is absoe 


lutely confidential, Well, 
we've been conned,’’ The 
Financial Post goes on to 
say that people who believed 
they had the solemn pledge 
of the government that what- 
ever they reported would 
be used only by the tax 
department and, more re= 
cently, Statistics Canada, 
may have been unwittingly 
cajoled into bearing witness 
against themselves in ways 
that could lead to later legal 
actions initiated by the gov- 
ernment, The Financial post 
stresses the point that ifthe 
government doesn’t pre- 
serve the confidentiality of 
tax returns, returns to State 
istics Canada and similar 
private documents, then 
companies and individuals 
will be tempted to with hold 
much innocent but valuable 
information, Only a strong 
and unequivocal government 
statement that Ottawa will 
mend its ways can change 
this, Otherwise, the inte- 
grity of the tax collector, 
who knows all and says noth- 
ing, may be just one more 
shattered illusion -- and 
great damage will have been 
done to frank dealings with 
government, The Financial

Debunking The 
Day Care Mythology 


ANYONE CAN LOOK 
AFTER KIDS

This myth contradicts the 
myth that day care is a cold 
institution, The arguments 
advanced py those who hold 
to Myth Number 3 should 
effectively challenge the 
assumption that anyone can 
provide group care of child- 
ren, 

Some point to the mothers 
who have successfully rear- 
ed a large brood as proof 
that neither large staff nor 
training are necessary. This 
argument overlooks the 
‘built-in’? day care staff 
provided by older siblings, 
The fact of the matter is that 
the experience of caring for 
your own children is in no 
way the equivalent of caring 
for 15 to 20 children, all of 
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the same age, and all from 
extremely varying back- 
grounds, 

A study by Prescott and 
Jones, which examined 50 
day care centres in Los An- 
geles, found that certificate 
teachers taught more less- 
ons in large muscle skills, 
developed consideration for 
the rights and feelings of 
others, and were less con- 
trolling than the non-train- 
ed teachers. In fact, the 
non-trained teacher scored 
lowest in the areas of devel- 
opment and highest in the 
areas of control, which was 
the exact opposite of the 
pattern scored by the certi- 
ficate teachers, 

The most convincing proof 
of the need for trained day 
care staff is to simply ob- 
serve a centre with well- 
qualified staff and then com- 
pare it with one without,

Mad Trapper identity still Mystery-Bowen 


A recent story reieased 
by the Canadian Press out 
of Vancouver claims aneld- 
erly couple knows the true 
identity of the Mad Trapper 
of Rat River, Albert John- 
son who led the RCMP ina 
wild 54-day manhunt back 
in 1932, 

Mr, and Mrs, C, A, Ben- 
son of Vancouver claim they 
dealt with a man who called 
himself Albert Johnson in 
1927, The encounter was 
Supposed to have been in 
relation to a deal Johnson 
was trying to negotiate for 
a fishing boat, Mr. Benson, 
an authority on boats was 
called in to advise Johnson 
regarding the craft in quest- 
fon and from this meeting, 
the Bensons claim they got 
to know Johnson quite well. 

Here in St, Albert we have 
quite an authority on the 
Albert Johnson saga because 
he was one the star per- 
formers in_ the historic 
drama, Jack Bowen, a spry 
Tl-year-old semi-retired 
flight engineer lives now at 
13 Greenview Crescent, He 
flew thousands of hours with 
the late Captain W. R. ‘Wop’ 
May, and was aboard the 
famous old Bellanca mono- 
plane when Albert Johnson 
was finally gunned down by 
the RCMP led posse Feb- 
ruary 17, 1932 on the Eagle 
River, about 150 miles south 
of Aklavik, 


The Canadian Press 
story, headlined ‘‘Great 
Crime Riddle Solved?’’ 


made Jack Bowen shake his 
head and smile, ‘‘For over 
40 years,'’ he said, “wri- 
ters all over the world have 
been coming out with these 
yarns about Albert Johnson 
and who the mysterious 
trapper rea’  was.’’ Mr. 
Bowen claims that nobody 
knows who Albert Johnson 
was and probably, nobody 
ever will,

have failed.’’ He says one 
version of Johnson’s iden- 
tity is probably as close to 
the truth as anyone can get 
and that’s Dick North, auth- 
or of ‘‘The Saga of the Mad 
Trapper of Rat River,’ a 
Midnight Sun Arctic Series 
brochure, 

Dick North believes, after 
extensive research, that Al- 
bert Johnson could have been 
Arthur Nelson, alittle known 
trapper who came to the 
north country around 1925, 
This individual rarely come 
municated with anyone and 
lived alone in a cabin, He 
vanished from the area about 
1929 and was never seen 
again, 

According to Mr, Bowen, 
he firmly believes Albert 
Johnson was “someone else” 
with a past, He further tends 
to side in with Dick North’s 
assumption that Nelson and 
Johnson Were one and the 
same man, “But of course 
I can’t prove it,’’ Mr. Bowen 
said, ‘‘and neither can any-

Another item which made 
Jack Bowen laugh was the 
claim in the paper stating 
that Albert Johnson mana= 
ged to elude the posse for 
3-1 days, wearing snow shoes 
weighing 10 lbs, each, ‘‘No 
way,”’ he said, ‘‘would those 
snow shoes weigh that 
much,’’ He suggested, how= 
ever, that Johnson’s snow 
shoes could have weighed 
about one and one-half Ibs. 
each, He also admits that 
Johnson must have lived 
‘fof the land’ during the 
hunt because he certainly 
didn’t have any provisions 
with him. 

As for Johnson appearing 
on the scene in Vancouver 
in 1927 is doubtful Mr. 
Bowen said because if John- 
son is indeed Arthur Nel- 
son, then he would have been 
north where he was last 
seen, And as for Johnson 
having a partner ., a French 
Canadian at that. . . isvery 
unlikely because Johnson 
was a loner, And where the 
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article claims the partners 
split up in Edmonton is ano- 
ther statement Mr, Bowen 
doesn’t agree with, 

Jack Bowen, as flight en- 
gineer with Wop May and 
navigator, not only spotted 
‘The Mad Trapper’ from the 
air during the manhunt but 
kept a daily vigil on the 
fugitive throughout the final 
11 days of the hunt, (Feb, 
6 = 17), Wop May and Jack 
Bowen made daily sorties 
over the manhunt area, 
tracked the fugitive, helped 
the RCMP overcome the elu- 
sive woodsman and kept the 
posse supplied with food, 
ammunition and dog rations. 

When The Mad Trapper 
was felled, Wop May and 
Jack Bowen brought the body 
out to LaPierre House, lo=- 
cated about 10 miles north 
of Eagle River where John- 
son died, Later, Johnson’s 
body was removed to Akla- 
tik by May and Bowen who 
uso ferried out the entire 
posse which consisted of 
RCMP officers and men, 
guides, native volunteers 
and special constables along 
with seven dog teams and 
sundry equipment,

Bertha Army Worm 
threatens again 


By Wally Klatt, 
District Agriculturist 


There are good indica- 
tions that the Bertha Army 
Worm will be a problem 
again this year, 

The moths emerged from 
the pupae between mid-June 
and July, These moths lay 
eggs normally on the under- 
side of the leaf which hatch 
in about a week as destruc- 
tive larvae, 

The young larvae feed on 
the leaves and as they grow 
and mature they will move on 
to the rapeseed pod, 

Rapeseed growers should 
check their fields carefully 
to ensure the seriousness 
of infestation and how wide- 
spread it is, For instance 
the worms may only be inthe 
low greener areas, etc. 

To check for the size of 
the infestation, measure off 
a square yard, knock the 
worms from the plant by 
shaking and beating the plant 
and make a thorough search 
on the ground within the 
square area, If the average 
of the random squares 
(throughout the field) indi- 
cated approximately 10 
worms or more per square 
yard, then arrange to spray 
with lannate, 

In addition to the above 
Bertha Army worms, the 
beet webworm, clover worm 
and cabbage worm can also 
appear on rape leaves and 
pods, 


The MDofSturgeon’s pro« 
gram for the Bertha Army 
worm will be the same as 
last year, Lannate will be 
available through the MD 
(fieldmen), Additionally far- 
mers or producers require 
ing aircraft spraying ser- 
vices should contact, imme- 
diately, the fieldman at Mor- 
inville, 

As indicated, farmers are 
advised to accomplish a rane 
dom check for worms to 
determine if it is econo- 
mically feasible to spray, 
About 10 worms per square 
yard average throughout the 
field will warrant spraying, 
All areas of the field should 
be checked, 

If positive identification 
is required check with the 
DA or fieldman, 

All producers should have 
a copy of ‘‘Insect Pests and 
Diseases of Rape and Muse 
tard,’’ available from the 
DA’s office in Morinville, 
This is a very good publi- 
cation with regard to insect 
identification, 

The following points are 
considered important with 
regard to chemical spray- 
ing for the Bertha Army 
worm and beet webworm, 

a) Personnel handling 
lannate, or working on a 
spraying project, i.e., mar- 
kers, should wear protec- 
tive clothing, including face 
respirators, cartridges and 
dust filters. This would ine 
clude farmers working alone, 


b) Keep animals and un- 
protected persons out of op- 
erational areas during 
treatment and while there is 
danger of drift. Keep out of 
Sprayed areas at least until 
the spray has dried, 

c) All members of acrew 
(or working alone) working 
on a project are to be caut- 
ioned as to the toxicity of 
Lannate when they handle 
Lannate, 

d) Always read the label 
on the containers, 

e) Lannate, when used, 
should NOT be mixed the day 
before using, 

f) Lannate is toxic; oral 
and respiratory intake are 
especially dangerous, 

g) Garden produce should 
not be used immediately afe 
ter spraying. 

h) Use at a rate of three 
to four ounces of the 90 per 
cent water Soluble powder 
per acre, Apply a minimum 
of one gallon of water per 
acre and do not attempt to 
dissolve more than four oune 
ces of lannate inone gallon 
of water, 

i) Lannate is available in 
two pound containers and in 
10 pound drums at nine dol- 
lars per pound, 

j) Medical Information = 

1) If chemical is spilt on 
part of the ~ ly, wash with 
soap and water immediately, 
Hence water andsoap should 
be available. 

2) Symptoms of Lannate 
poisoning are: weakness,

Who is at FAULT? The 
drycleaner, the manufactur- 
er, or You - The Consumer? 
CLOTHING CARE is usually 
a concern of many individual 
consumers, When you buy a 
garment, you want it to last 
so you get your money’s 
worth, 

A fabric testing labora=- 
tory has been set up at the 
University of Alberta under 
the School of Household 
Economics, Elaine Wanzel, 
the textile technologist, re= 
ports that her main custo- 
mers are drycleaners who 
have problems cleaning a 
fabric, Of over 400 samples 
tested last year--- 

22 per cent proved to be 
the fault of the drycleaner. 

20 per cent the manufac- 
turer’s fault 

16 per cent the consum- 
er’s fault 

33 per cent from natural 
deterioration of fabric (e.g. 
draperies) or unknown, 
“BEWARE” HINTS FOR 
CONSUMERS: 

Take note of the follow- 
ing common problems ex- 
perienced by drycleaners: 

*Carmallized sugar (e.g. 
pop, etc.) became visible 
only after drycleaning be- 
cause of the heat in dry= 
cleaning. 

*White wool sweaters - 
yellow sections - because 
customer had left it, fold- 
ed, in the sun, 

*Color change in fabrics- 
because of chemical content 
of dye or fabric finish, or a 
stain, or perspiration, or 
exposure to daylight or art- 
ificial light in closet, 

*Color bleeding - unstable 
color can be lifted with 
water, Scotchgarding, dry- 
cleaning solvent, 

*Polyvinyl Chloride fabe 
rics, tradenames Rhonyl, 
Rovana, etc, Do not confuse 
with tradenames ‘‘Scalon’’ 
‘‘Polyon,”’ Colors run be= 
cause not stable, knits 
stretch excessively if not 
dried properly. 

*Polyvinyl Chloride trime- 
becomes brittle and shrunk 
when cleaned, 

*Acetates - Knits stretch 
out of shape if not dried 
properly. 

*Acrylics - distort with 
steam heat, 

*Suede and leather - 
should be sent to specialist, 
because they lose natural 
oils in regular drycleaning,
